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Dear Lee: 


During our last conversation in Washington, and 
prior to my departure for Mexico City on July 20, it was 
my understanding that you would fon^rard to me the draft . 
of the conclusions of the Commission in order that I might 
have an opportunity to review them preparatory to making 
a formal statement subsequent to the issuance of the 
Commission's Report. Apparently the conclusions were not 
in sufficient draft form for you to send them, as I have 
not as yet received them. I would greatly appreciate, 
however at your early convenience, if you could forward 
to me a copy of the conclusions. I do not believe it 
necessary that you send the full report, as our interest 
is primarily in the conclusions. 

As you will recall, since our appointment to 
assist the Commission, we have had one or more of our mem- 
bers present at all of the hearings. We have reviewed the 
physical evidence. Mr. Charles Murray and I visited Dallas 
and reviewed the site of the assassination, and traversed 
the route of both the President and Lee Harvey Oswald, the 
latter both before and after the assassination. 

While in Mexico City several of our group reviexi?ed 
Mr. Oswald's activities in that location. 

If you have any other suggestions on the matter, I 
would appreciate your advising me.
